Slavery in the Territories. 

As specimens of the views held by prominent 
South-.-m statesmen on the subject of slave*? 
in the Ten i lories in 1S.H, we present a collec- 
tion of extracts, which a Washington corres- 
pondent has embodied in a letter to the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. The citations are all taken 
from an appendix to Senator Douglas' recent 
speech in the Senate, which he is scattering 
broadcast through the country. 

Hon. Howell Cobb, now Secretary of the 
Treasury, made a sjieech at Westchester, 
Penn., pn the 19th of September, 1856. He 
stated that the will of the majority of the peo- 
ple of Kansas should decide the slavery ques- 
tion, and that he should abide the decision, 
lie declared that he would not plant slavery 
upon the soil of any jiortion of Cod's earth, 
against the will of the people, even if his voice 
could bring about the result. Being asked 
whether he meant that the people of a Terri- 
tory before forming their constitution should 
have power to exclude slavery, he said it was 
purely a theoretical issue, and went on to 
show it, in the course of his remarks, saying: 

"Gut those who liolil that the Territorial Leg 
islature can not pass a law piohihitingsl ivery, ad- 
mit that, unless the Territorial Legislature pass 
laws lor its protection slavery will not go there. 
Therefore, practically, a majority of the people 
represented in the Territorial Legislature decides 
the question. Whether they decide it by prohib- 
iting it, occording to he one doctrine, or by refus- 
ing to pass laws protecting it as contended for by 
the other party, is immaterial. The majority of 
the people, by the action of the Territorial Leg- 
Mature, will decide the question, and all must 
abide the decision when made.

Senator Bayard, of Delaware, May 25, 1851, 

said: 

The great principle of the bill is the renuncia- ' 
lion by Congress of all authority to legislate in 
regard to the institution oi slavery, either for its : 
esiabli.hment or its prohibition, beyond the two 
articles contained in the Constitution which dele- ! 
gate two LXpren powers in relation to slavery,! 
one to prohibit the slave-trade ami thc second to 
provide for the reclamation oi fugitives shires wl* 
liny escape into ulher States w here slavery is not 
recognized by law.

Tie honorable Senator from Virginia, (Mr. 
Mason.) assumes substantially the same position, 
placing the importance of the h II ou the single 
ground that it establishes the principle of non- 
intervention by Congress with the institution of 
slavery in the Teiritories, as well as the States of 
this Union.

ferred by the Kansas- Nebraska bill to the 
people of the Territories themselves, thereby 
establishing absolute non-intervention by Con- 
gress; and, in the next place, declaring that, if 
any person felt aggrieved at the action of a 
Territorial Legislature oh the sulject of slave- 
ry, he could, when a case arose, have thc Su- 
preme Court of the United States decide on 
June 0, 1850, he. said: "The whole power of I the Constitutionality of the Territorial laws.! 
the Democratic organization is pledged to the j Good faith requires that that understanding 
following propositions: That Congress shall j sbould lie maintained, whether Mr. Secretary 
not interpoee ujxm this subject in the States, 
in the Territories, or in the District of Colum- 
bia." 

Speaker Ofr, of S. C, on the 11th Decem- 
ber, lS5fl, in the House of Congress, indorsed 
a speech made by the Hon. S. A. Smith, of 
Tehn., in which he (Smith) said, Mr. Orr 
agreeing with him : 

"Now, the Legislative authority of a Territory 
is invested with a discretion to vote for or against 
li.ws. Wejt think we ought to pass Ih«s in every 
Territory, when the Tcnitory is open to settle 
mi nt, and slavery goes there, to protect *-!:ive pro 
petty. But if they dec'ine to pass such laws, 
what is the remedy. None, sir. If the majority 
of the people are opposed to the institution, and 
if they do not desire it ingrafted upon their Ter- 
ritory, all they have to do is simply to decline to 
pass the laws in the Territorial Legislature for 
its protection;, and then it is an well excluded as 
it the power was invested in the Tcrritori. 1 Leg- 
islature to prohibit it. Now, I ask the gentle- 
man what is the practical importance to retail 
from the agitation and discussion of this question 
ns to whether squatter sovereignty does or docs 
not exist?" 

The lion. A. II. Stephens, of Ga., in a 
speech in Congress, Feb. 17, 1854, said: "The 
question was to lie taken out of Congress, 
where it had lieen improperly thrust from the 
lieginnirig. and to be left to the people con- 
cerned in the matter to decide for themselves.'' 

On the 17th of June, 1850, the same gen- 
tleman said: 

And although my own opinion is that the peo- 
ple, under tbe limitations of the Constitution, 
have not thc righlul power to exclude slavery so 
long as they remain in a Territorial Condition, 
yet I am willing that they may pass, it it is the 
result of a fair legislative expression upon the 
populnrwill, neves.! I am willing that the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature may act up n the subject 
when and how they may think proper. 

Senator Rcnjnmin, of Louisiana, in his 
speech of May 23, 1855, said of the Nebraska 
Bill : 

It proposes to announce as a principle to the 
people of the United States, that thc G enseal 
Government is not to legislate at nil upon this 
qucs.ipn of slavery. It is not to legislate to ex- 
tend it; it is not to legislate to prohibit it; it is a 
forbidden subject, 'the naming sword ought to 
guard ail access to it. No impkiua foot ought to 
endeavor to tread within its saotcd precincts. 
That is the principle which I find in this b:ll. and 
that is the principle which 1 wish to sec estab- 
lished in the country; and when it shall have been 
established, it will be in vain for lunatic, either 
North or South, 'o endeavor to create any per- 
manent excitement in the minds of the American 
people. 

Senator Mason, of Va., who, at the late ses- 
sion, demanded a slave code for the Territo- 
ries, said in a speech in the Senate, May, 1854, 
that the Nebraska Bill was "objectionable in 
that feature of it, for, one, which does not de- 
ny to the people the right to legislate on thc 
subject of slavery." He was, however, will- 
ing to yield that as a question of "expediency." 
(Mi the 11th of December, 1850, he said : 

The previous debate had reference to the issues 
raised by the Kansas Nebraska Bill, and \v! at I 
intended to say, and in a more elaborate form, 
would have said, was this, that those with who o 
I act, have uniformly denied any power whatever, 
in Congress, to legislate on the subject of slavery 
in the Territories. 

The late Senator P.utler, of S. C, in a 
speech on the Nebraska Bill, March 2, 1851, 
said : 

Now I believe that under the provisions of 
tin- bill and of the Utah and New .Mexico bills, 
there will be a perfect carte blanche given to the 
Territorial Legislature to legislate us they mav 
think proper I am willing us I said before, to 
trust the discretion, and honesty, and good faith 
of the people upon whom we devolve tiiis power; 
but I can never consent that that they can t ike 
it of themselves, or that it belongs to them with- 
out delegating it, for 1 think they are our depu- 
ties — limited, controllable deputies, not squatter 
sovereigns- 
Senator Hunter, of Va., Feb. 24, 1854. 
said : 

The bill provides that the Legislatures of these 
Territoris shall have the power to legislate over 
all rightful subjects of legislation, consistently 
with the Constitution. And if they should as 
sume powers which are thought 10 be inconsistent 
with the Constitution, the Couits will decide that 
question wherever it may be raised. 

Senator Brown, of Mississippi, who now 
insists on a slave code for the Territories, said, 
July 2. 1850, that he and general Cass, though 
they dillered as to the right of a Territorial 
Legislature over slavery, agreed as to the 
proposition that whoever felt aggrieved by the 
action of such a Ixxly must look to the Courts 
and not to Congress for a remedy. 

The Hon. Geo. W. Jones of Tennessee, in 
a speech delivered in Congress, December 28, 
1855, said: 

Tie n, sir, you may call it by what name you 
please — non intervention, squatter sovereignty, or 
popular sovereignty. It is, sir, the power of the

He 
raved and tore up anil down the graveyard, shriek- 
ing, and I might say even yelling, so much so 
that it was impo-sible torus, who were his friends, 
to modify him in any incisure bywords. We 
were obliged to take hold of him by force to 
restrain him, and thus we took him out of the 
cemetery.
